There is no real mystery about drapery fixtures. Most people know 
little about them simply because there are many kinds for many pur- 
poses. Yet by the time you've paged through this booklet, you'll have 
mastered all the fundamentals. 

Drapery fixtures have two functions: one, to curtains and draperies 
so that they hang properly; the other, to be decorative of themselves. 
The concealed type, often called drapery hardware, performs only the 
first of these jobs. Ornamental fixtures perform both.
